■ Toklo, Aug. 11. — The Rnsplan ttoot 
emerged from Port Arthur Wtdru'sday 
and a aevere engagemeot with the 
Japanese fleet laitlng all day followed. 
The Japanese destroyers attacked the 
Russians at night. The results of the 
cngapements are unknown. The Rus- 
sian battleships Retvizan and Pobieda 
were seen outside Port Arthar Thurs- 
day morning. 

8t Petersburg. Aug. 11. — Again the 
ohance of a (Ucislve battle between 
Oen. Kuropatkin and the commander 
of the Japanese armies seems to l)e 
disappearing. According to a state- 
ment Issued by the general staff Wed- 
nesday night, rains are again falling 
over a wide area in Manchuria, with 
the prcij-pert of iniiudinK operations, 
but even more important i.s the in- 
formation reaching here from an ex- 
ceptional source that the Japanese 
liaTe once more delayed too long. 

Qen. Kuropatkin has now with- 
drawn the bulk of his army safely 
north of Lino Vans, leavinp (nily a 
strong rear guard line southeast of 
Llao Tang to contest the advance 
when it comes. 

According to this information, the 
Japancpe have ahoiit 300,000 men in 
the nrmiee operating against Oen. Ku- 
ropatkin, rendering It too hazardous 
for him to risk a general engagement. 

Discounting the fall of Port Arthur 
ud the disastrous defeat of Gen. Ku- 
ropatkin at the hands of the combined 
.Tapanese armies, some diplomats are 
,'ilrcady speculating upon the Rftnation 
in which the combatants would he left 
and the question as to whether it is 
posaible that a way would be opened 
for peace. The almost unanimous 
opinion is that with her present rec- 
ord of victories combined with the 
flnanclal dlfllculty of continuing the 
war indeflnitely. Japan i i wel- 
come peace, and the almost equally 
unanimous verdict is that Russia 
would adopt a contrary course. Even 
should every Russian soldier be driv- 
en out of Manchuria, the dipUunats 
believe that Russia could not afford 
to yield, -but would be compelled to 
doggedly continue the war, collect an- 
other army in Siberia and take the 
offensive next year. 

Several keen diplomats are, how- 
ever, of (he opinion that .Japan liy a 
clever coup in the event of Kuropat- 
kin being routed might perhaps force 
the powers to intervene in a way that 
Rnsaia could not resist. One diplo- 
mat representing a European power 
at the court of Emperor .Nicholas 
said: "Secretary Hay's note opening 
a way for the guarantee of the ad- 
ministrative entity of China to which 
all the pow.ers subscribed in principal 
may after all become the means of 
bringing about pence. If .Japan, push- 
ling the Russian military forces out 
of Manchuria and obtaining undis- 
puted possession should then formally 
reUnqiUih the province to China its 
real owner and call upon the powers 
under their guarantee to protect the 
entity of the Celestial empire. I do 
not think the powers could eacape re- 
■pon«ibility£ 

The Sultan's Reply. 
Constantinople, Aug. 11.— The porte 
htm communicated with UolteA States 
Minister Leishman promising a favor- 
able reply to the American demands 
within a day or two regarding Ameri- 
can representation in reference to 
school auefetibni and other aubjects.

Paris. Aug. 11.— Former Premier 
Waldeck-Rousseau died Wednesday 
afternoon as the result of an opera- 
tion. M. Waldeck-Rousseau became 
president of the cabinet and minister 
of the Interior toon after the election 
of LmibeC u preetdent In 1SB9.

Ky., Aug. 11.— Whether 
the term "Happy Hooligan" applied 
in anger is an abusive epithet, was 
the question which Squire Donelan, 
ol Newport, was called upon to de- 
cide Wednesday during the trial of 
Mrs. Saizman, of Cote Brtlliante, on a 
peace warrant. 

Valentine Dietz entered the com* 
plaint. He alleged that every time 
he approached bis home he was greet- 
ed by sundry improper epithets, one 
of which was the name of the cartoon 
character "Happy Hooligan." He also 
alleged that on one occasion Charles 
Saizman had advanced toward him 
in a threatening manner, armed with 
a rock and knife.

PARKER ACCEPTS. 

Formally Notified of His Nomin- 
ation For the Presidency by 
Demoeratie Conyention. 



SET FORTH HIS VIEWS IN A SPEECH 



The Judgre's I'ledge Not to Accept a 
8econ<l Term if He Was Elected 
Aroused CunsiUerable Interest. 



As Mr. Parker Spoke His Closing 
Words the Band Struck Up "The 
•tar-Spangled Banner" and a 
••lute Wat FlredT, 

Esopus, N. T., Aug. 11.— Judge Al- 
ton B. Parker Wednesday received 
formal notification ot his nomination 

for the presidency of the United 
States as the candidate of the demo- 
cratic party, and in accepting gave 
public eapreaslon for the first time of 
his vieirt on the Issues ot the cam- 
paign. 

The notification was brought to him 
by Representative Champ Clark, of 
Missouri, as chairman of the commit- 
tee representing every state and ter- 
ritory in the union. Mr. Clark, in a 
brief speech, informed the candidate 
of his nomination and presented to 
him a formal communication signed 
by the committee. 

Standing bareheaded during a brief 
lull In the nUto storm which had last- 
ed since eoon after daylight. Judge 
Parker accepted the nomination and 
set forth his views in a sp<<Th that 
evoked frequent and hearty appaluse. 
He spoke for • little more than half 
an hour. 

The ceremony was held on the lawn 
at Rosemont. under the trees at tbe 
north of the house, and was attended 
bv miwards of Cdu people, the largest 
number of whom came from New 
York city with the notification com- 
mittee on the steamer Sagamore. The 
company inohided mnny demoerata of 
national prominence as well as a large 
and rt'pr< sentative delegation from 
Tammany hall. 

During most of the time occupied 
by Champ Clark's speech the rain was 
falling in a steady drissle, but it stop* 
ped entirely Just as Jiidge Firker be- 
gan his addrees* md keld oft vntll he 
finished. 

Representative Clark was speaking 
and .Tudge Parker was l^tanding bare- 
headed without shelter when a man 
in the crowd yelled: "Somebody bold 
an umbrella over Judge Parker." 

A number were immediately offered, 
but the judge refused them with a 
courteous wave of the hand. 

While Judge Parker was speaking 
there was no need of shelter. The 
rain stopped and not a breath of air 
stirred. In the stillness', every word 
could be heard distinctly to tilt far- 
thest borders of the crowd. 

The speech was heard with clos»-sf 
attention and applause, frequently 
punctuated it. The candidate's audi- 
ence awoke to a high pitch of enthu- 
siasm when he spoke of militarism 
and imperialism. 

"Ours is a woiM !'".vit," said he, 
"and as such it : . : lalned. 

but I deny that it is at all recently that 
the United State* has attained that 
eminence." 

When he enunciated this principle 
there came a Iptiri-t (-f c Iik rs that 
caused the speaker to wait a few niin 
utes before he continued. His pledge 
not to accept a second term it be was 
elected aroused instant interest, which 
increased to marked enthusiasm when 
the speaker went on to explain his 
position. Then the ckiu iI s( « nied to 
yield to the force of his reasonine 
and at the end of a particularly tell- 
ing period toward tbe close of ■ the 
speech it gave the candidate the great 
eat demonstration of the aft. moon. 
It looked as though every man, woman 
and child In the throng surrounding 
the platform had a small American 
fiag and as they cheered the waving 
flaga almost concealed the occupants 
of the stand. The speaker waited for 
the applause to subside and then made 
his few concluding remarks. 

As Judge I'arker spoke liis closin,;; 
words tbe band struck up "The Star- 
Spangled Banner." and from the deck 
of the yacht Sapphire in the river be- 
low a number of bombs were fired In 
salute. Those bursting in the air re- 
leased parachutes from which were 
suspended the national colors. Later 
there were whistle salutes from the 
steamer Sagamore, John Pierce's 
yacht Sapphire, and August Belmont'a 
yacht, tbe Scout, whleh broni^t for- 
ru' r Senator David B. HUl from Hyde 

I'ark. 

After the ceremony all crowded up 
eagerly to shake the candidate's hand 
and to eongratnlate him upon his 
speech. The reception was continued 
on the veranda until after 4 o'clock, 
when the company broke up nnJ the 
visitors returned to their boats and 
train*.

York to Chicago. 

Chicago, Aug. 11. — Determined ef- 
forts are now being made to settle the 
stockyards strike by mediation. Ne- 
gotiations begun early Wednesday be- 
tween the Retail Butchers and Gro- 
cers' association and repreeentatlres 
of several labor unions which would 
undoubteilly be involved in the strike 
should it be i)rnlonf;eil much longer, 
resulted Wednesday night in the ap- 
pointment of a committee composed 
of those who attended Wedneaday's 
meeting to negotiate with the packers 
in an attempt to bring about a Joint 
meeting between the employers and 
the striking imions. It was the senti- 
ment of all who attended the confer- 
ence that should the meeting be ar- 
ranged between the two opposing in- 
terests a settlement satisfactory to 
both sides could be reached. 

Meantime Samuel Gompers. presi- 
dent of the American Federation of 
Labor, has been summoned from New 
York to come to Chicago and see if he 
can not accomplish something through 
mediation. Mr. Gompers will arrive 
Sunday morning. 

Wednesday's meeting with the un- 
ion leaders was called at the instance 
of tbe Butchers and Grocers' associa- 
tion because ot the difflculty and in- 
convenience which would be caused 
the members of the association should 
the strike be spread to the he Wagon 
Drivers' and the Meat Wagon Driv- 
ers' unions. It was primarily a meet- 
ing of business men whose interests 
are not directly affected by the strike 
and of the representatives of the un- 
ions which would be drawn into the 
issue lieiween the iiacl<ers and the 
strikers, sluuild the order declaring a 
boycott against the meat markets that 
are buying directly from the packers 
be indorsed by tbe teamsters* Joint 
council.
